Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-sccUons (2) ttnd (3) of section 26, read with section 24, 
of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Payment of Wages 
(Air Trans;port Services) Rules, J968, namely : — 


I. (1) These rules may x called the Payment of Wages 
(Air Transport Services) Amendment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Payment of Wages (Air Transport Services) 
Rules, 1968, in sub-rule (3) of lulc 1, the words “except the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir” shall be omitted.
